The demo machine was an XL and 
would not boot the program, but Bill 
went on to expound upon Plus' many 
fine features, such as ease of use, 
easy start-up, and is a good program 
for the novice home-manager.

It also gives the members 
of the group a place for interaction and discussion 
jn between the monthly meetings. A club run board is 
a good place to get technical help with and 
information on your computer, not to mention 
software. Besides, a bulletin board can be just 
plain fun! Have you tried the games on Dal-ACE 
lately? I personally feel that it’s very important 
for a user group to have a BBS, although maybe less 
so ina city like Dallas where we are blessed with 
pany good local bulletin boards. Can you }pagine 
living out in the boonies where the only phone 
numbers you can dial with your computer are all long 
distance? Another good thing about a club BBS 1s 
because it's operated by a user group you can count 
on it being a family oriented place, meaning that you 
don't usually have to worry about things like foul 
language or if the SysOp has copyrighted software on 
the board. All in all, I think having a club 
supported BBS is a good idea (and not just because 
I'm the SysOp) and I urge all off the members to call 
Dal-ACE Atari One BBS often and support the board.
